Clasps are of 
all sizes and styles, consisting of plates of 
metal richly chased or enameled, or of 
other delicate workmanship.

C ham pagne glasses in th e fashionable 
heavy cut-glass are no longer in th e saucer 
p attern , b u t are ra th e r slender and as high 
as an o rd in ary tu m b ler. 
Not only are tbe plates of tbe various 
courses difierent, but, if possible, it is con­ 
sidered desirable to have each individual 
[date of a dozen as unlike the others a- pos­ 
sible.

Few vegetable dishes are used, as the 
courses are served a la liusse with the veg­ 
etable on the dish as a garniture to the 
meat, game or entree. 
If, however, they 
are served separately, the dishes are of por­ 
celain set in silver stands. 
Since fashion, in an arbitrary wav, dic­ 
tates that cheese should be eaten with a 
knife, these silver tools are made broader 
of blade than formerly, and have no sharp 
edge with which to endanger the mouth.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 
To make chocolate pudding, take two 
tablespoonfuls of grated chocolate, two of 
water, and place over the fire to melt. 
Then add one and one-half teacups of wa­ 
ter or m ilk; when boiling, stir in enough 
flour to make a little thicker than gravy. 
Remove from fire, and when cool add one 
beaten egg and two tablespoonfuls of sugar. 
Serve cold with cream and sugar flavored 
with vanilla. 
Yorkshire pudding is another favorite 
dish. 
This is excellent with roast lieef. 
( >ne quart of milk, four eggs well lieaten, 
sifted floor enough to make a thick batter, 
and salt. 
Remove your roast from the 
oven when nearly done, pour the gravy 
from the pan into a saucepan; set in your 
meat stand and place the meat so it will 
drip on the pudding. 
Twenty minutes 
will rook i t ; have a good hot oven. 
This 
pudding may be made with less eggs and 
still be good. 
Rolled apple dumplings are a novelty, 
and are delicious. 
Pee! and chop tíñeseme 
tart apples; make a rich crust as tor bis­ 
cuit, roll it half an inch thick, spread it 
thickly with the apple, sprinkle fine sugar 
and powdered cinnamon over it, then cut 
it in strips two inches w ide; 
roll it up 
just as you do jelly r o ll; put a little lump 
of butter on each roll after it is put in the 
tin or dripping pan : 
a little juice will 
drain from the apples if they are good 
ones: keep this to put into the sauce; 
make a plain sour pudding sauce. 
A fine lustrous polish for delicate cabi­ 
net work can be made as follows : 
H alf a 
jflnt linseed oil, half pint of old ale, the 
white of an e-.-g, one ,. tee spirits of wine, 
one ounce spirits of salts. 
Shake well be­ 
fore Using. 
A little t" be ^ptflied with a 
soft linen pad, and lightly rubbed for a 
minute over the article to be polished. 
The aromatic vinegar sold bv perfumers 
is remarkably efficacious in removing tbe 
odor of chemicals from the bands. Organic 
bodies like valerianic acid, for instance, 
are either removed, or else have their dis­ 
agreeable odors completely disguised, by­ 
rinsing the hands with a few drops of this 
preparation. 
- 
A pple johnny cake is a favorite cake for 
a light home tea, v. ith many persons. The 
following is a good rule for it: Take one 
pint of white Indian meal, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of sugar, a half teaspoonful of salt and 
soda, one teaspoonful of cream tartar, milk 
enough to mix quite soft, and three apples 
pared and sliced. 
Mix in the order given 
and l ake in a shallow cake pan thirty 
minutes.

Horticultural Hall as seen from the river 
landing, or :ls you approach it through the 
oak avenue, is by far the most beautiful strue- 
ture on tbe grounds. 
It is a building of 
which the architect may justly feel proud. 
It was designed and erected by Arthur E. 
Revelle, of New York. He is a well-known 
horticultural builder, whose 
system of 
“ acme glazing” i< fast superseding the use 
of putty in the glass roofing of conserva­ 
tories. Beautiful as this hall is at all times, 
under the magic of the electric light this 
crvstal palace of the South gleams through 
the dusk like the fairy ice palaces of the 
North. 
It is pleasant to think that its 
beauty will not dissolve, like Cleopatra’s 
pearl’in the breath of spring. 
Approach­ 
ing it in the evening, from the river side, 
where long lines of light arc cast over one 
of the littie lakes, it glows like a vision of 
the New Jerusalem rising out of the jasper 
sea. 
If ever the whole [dan for illuminat­ 
ing these grounds comes into complete 
working order, and the lovely light mingles 
with the warmth and fragrance of a South­ 
ern spring evening, nothing more fascinat­ 
ing could be desired. 


c it r u s f r u i t s . 
Inside tbe ball, on tbe evening of my 
visit, a quantity of citrus fruits were being 
arranged for exhibition. 
Although the 
season for competitive exhibits, as planned 
by the premium list-, does not commence 
until tbe second week in January, there 
are at present about eighty tables, covered 
with products from Maine to Oregon, from 
Minnesota to Nicaragua. 
These tallies 
extend in long rows in either direction 
from the grand central fountain : on tbe 
one hand tbe citrus and other semi-trop­ 
ical fruits, on the other the products of 
northern latitudes are arranged. The most 
considerable display of semi-tropical fruits 
is from Florida. 
It embraces oranges in 
considerable variety, lemons of great size 
and beauty, limes, -haddocks, orange and 
lemon citrons, and grape fruit. 
This lat­ 
ter is a beautiful specimen of tlie citron 
family, with the shape of an orange, the 
color of a lemon, and the size of a shad­ 
dock. 
The pale yellow globes are very 
beautiful, and the fruit i- highly prized 
for its refreshing juice and supposed sani­ 
tary qualities by tbe people of Florida. 
The tree on which it grows i- perhaps tbe 
finest representative of the citron family. 
It resembles the orange, but tbe leaves are 
more glossy and beautiful. 
The great 
globes of pale, yellow fruit are borne in 
clusters of five or six, hanging throughout 
tbe middle of the tree, quite hidden by 
• lie luxuriant foliage. 
Besides the citrus fruit-, Florida pre­ 
sents others not so well known, among 
which are -appodillos, sugar apples, -our 
saps, mamie apples, and egg fruit, 
in the

The curious fruit of the opnntia. called the 
tuna, and the dainty little myrtle oranges. 
Cocoantits from Central America, in their 
huge, green husks, or with the young plants 
just sprouting from the eyes, attract much 
attention. 
To many people an orange i- an 
orange, and although it may be sweet or 
sour, they do not dream that there are very 
many varieties, with distinct, well marked 
characteristics. 
There are at lea-t seventy 
which have received names. 
There are 
quite a number on exhibition, and many 
more will appear with the arrival of the 
competitive exhibits from California and 
Florida. 
The specimens of Mandarin and 
Tangerine oranges now on the table are 
very tine. 
* >ne table of the eitron fruits 
was very noticeable for the range of eolor 
in the different species, from the brilliant 
reddi-li orangine of tbe Tangerine down 
to the lemon, and the still paler grape fruit. 
Most Northern people are much interested 
ir: and astonished at the Japanese persim­ 
mons, which are shown from California, 
Missi-sij.pi, Louisiana and Georgia.

amusing to watch the perplexed looks with 
which these unfamiliar fruit- are greeted. 
There are several distinct varieties shown ; 
some closely resemble a tomato inform and 
color, while others are acorn-shaped and 
about the size of a medium Bartlett pear.

in the city a month, 
in the opinion of

As far as apples aré concerned, Nebraska 
at present leads all the States of the North 
and East in the extent, variety, and per­ 
fect inn of her exhibit. 
This must be very 
gratifving to her energetic and able Com­ 
missioner, ex-fiovernor Furnas, whose ele­ 
gant exhibit of fruit and trees is an ample 
fulfillment of prophecies made by him 
when Ni brnska was yet a Territory, and 
but an arid, treeless plain, 
in the great

and inti tnational competitiva 
exhibit to come oil' in January, Nebraska 
will have many rivals, but with his usual 
sagacity her Commissioner reaps much ad­ 
vantage from being early in the field. 
California’s exhibit covers fourteen ta- 
til'i-. embracing products of vineyard and 
orchard, from San Diego to the northern 
comities, and from the foothills of the 
Sierra Nevadas to the valleys of the sea. 
Tiii- excellent exhibit embraces oranges, 
lemons, lime-, pomegranates, apples, pears, 
grapes, quinces, almonds, walnuts, chest­ 
nuts, and la-t, though not least, Japanese 
persimmons.

But it is to be regretted that the season of 
the year does not permit an exhibit of nu- 
np'Fou- variolic- of this fruit. 
The grape- are very handsome, cover!ti : 
almut three tables and embracing some 
twenty varieties, all of tbe European class, 
or, as we on this side of tbe mountains 
would say, hot-house grapes. 
The apple- exhibited in the California 
display are in good variety, of wonderful 
size, and they have a richness of color en­ 
tirely uni*qualed by tbe products of our 
Eastern orchards. 
The display as a whole 
is regarded by ail tbe fruit men who have 
seen it as magnificent, and the more im­ 
pressive. as Pacific coast apples have never 
been exhibited in quantity cast of the 
Rocky Mountains before. 
It is to be re­ 
gretted that the long period during which 
these fruits have been in transit, and the 
natural tendency to early ripening in fruit- 
matured in warm climates, will make it 
impossible to preserve this collection for 
any great length of time. 
The exhibit from Oregon, wliile not 
comparing in quality with that front Cali­ 
fornia, is yet attracting mu -lt attention for 
the great size and beauty of ’ the varieties 
shown. 
It indicates great horticultural 
possibilities in the far-off Western State. 
It i- to lie regretted that the fruit-growers 
of < Iregon have not more of them embraced 
this tine opportunity for advertising the 
superior advantages of tlicir climate.

H er love, her fright, 
and her despair 
are 
those 
of a doll 
rath er 
than 
of a 
woman w ith Hesh, 
blood and a 
soul. 
H er “ etiéets” 
re­ 
mind one of the trick performances of a 
circus; and even if criticised from this 
somewhat humble standpoint, they are, as 
a whole, defective. 
After each- speech or 
sentence, she stands for a moment in an at­ 
titude as though she were being photo­ 
graphed. 
She has two voices; her natural 
one seems to be soft and winning, but 
even when using this voice she em pha­ 
sizes far too much, w hilst she alternates it 
with deep, harsh notes, which apparently 
is her mode of showing emotion. 
In the 
scene where the Nurse leads her to believe 
th at Romeo is dead, she becomes a Meg 
M erillies, and shouts and bawls in a some­ 
what tempestuous fashion. 
¡So, too, when 
she is about to take the potion, no “faint, 
cold fear thrills through her veins;” there 
is no shrinking and horror at “ the terror 
of the place;” Ju liet lapses into a ranting 
virago, who seems prepared to tight it out 
w ith her ancestors’ ghosts if they disturb 
her in her family vault, and site ends the 
scene by a sensational baek-fall over the 
side of the bed, which brings her head to 
the place where her feet ought to be, and 
which can only be recommended as an 
acrobatic feat.— [London T ruth.

CO-T OF THE I-Alils OPERA. 
In view of the recent appointm ent of a 
new manager of the Paris Opera, the fol­ 
lowing figures, showing the receipts and 
expenses since the new opera house was 
opened, in 1S75, are of no little interest: 
In the year bS7a so much curiosity was 
felt as to the new building th a t the re­ 
ceipts amounted to £172,193, or, upon the 
average, £77)0 a night, and the expenses to 
£14G,13-r). leaving a clear profit of £20.003. 
In 1*70 the receipts were £170,800, or 
£090 a night, and the expenses £150,121, 
h aving a net profit of £13,935, including a 
masked ball, which produced £3,500. 
In 
1 s77 the receipts fell to £104,814, or £030 
a night, while the expenses were £150,525, 
leaving a profit of only £9,289. 
In 1878, 
the year of the last Exposition, the re­ 
ceipt-. went up again to £183,340, or £702 
a night, and the expenses were §175,555, 
leaving a net profit of nearly £7,825, nearly 
ail of which was realized by four masked 
bails. 
No figures arc given for ls79, the 
year in which the management was trans­ 
ferred from M. H alanzier to the late M. 
Yanmrheil ; lint in 1880 the receipts were 
£101,099, and the expenses £104.091, leav­ 
ing a net profit of only £008, which would 
have been converted into a deficit of over 
£7,000 but for the result of four masked 
balls. 
In IS,s] the opera showed a slight 
improvement, the receipts being £10.8,871 
anil the expenses £102,207, leaving a net 
profit of £0,804, but there would again 
have been a considerable deficit but for the 
masked halls. 
In 1SS2 the receipts were 
£164,204 and the expenses £169.199,show­ 
ing a deficit of £5,235, in spite of the fact 
th at the masked balls had brought in nearly 
£-\O0O. 
I. ist year the receipts were £150,­ 
49S and tiie expeu- s £100,088, showing a 
deficit of £1,190, while the deficit for the 
first ten months of this year is already 
more than £10,000.—[London Times.

question squarely presented, is becoming 
tiretsime. The journals that make the as­ 
sertion know it to be untrue. The matter 
was debated in 1830 and 1881; it was con­ 
sidered in two successive I.legislatures; the 
State Teachers’ Convention resolved upon 
it to the extent of a column and a half of 
dose-set type; the interior press discussed 
it thoroughly. 
It was a living topic in 
every school district. 
The Sacramento 
press was especially earnest in the debate 
for months. The people perfectly well un­ 
derstood what they were voting upon. 
It 
is a bit of impudence that requires a brazen 
fore-front to declare at this late day. in the 
face of a practically unanimous vote for 
the amendment, that the people were 
stupid and did not know wlfat they were 
about. 
The hook-ring agents do not even 
venture upon such audacity. They can­ 
vassed the State on the question; they 
“ felt ’” of every Board of Education in the 
State; they sounded the teachers and got 
the Educators’ Convention by the nape 
of 
the 
neck. 
They 
spared 
neither 
money 
nor 
energy 
to 
compass the 
defeat of the amendment, and after all 
this, and the opposition of certain of the 
press, the people adopted the amendment. 
Yet in the face of that fact men are found 
with sufficient hardihood to suggest a vio­ 
lation of the law of the Constitution by 
those who have sworn to maintain it. This 
fight against the needed legislation is in 
the interest of the hook rings, and whether 
opposing legislators are amenable to tbe 
charge or not, the effect of their opposi­ 
tion is to enhance the interests of the book 
ring, the infamous combinations and plots 
of which this journal fully exposed on the 
20th of October last. 
At that time it was 
shown beyond possibility of denial and by 
the confessions of parties interested, that 
the great publishing houses have formed a 
syndicate, according to the rules of which 
there can lie no open competition in sup­ 
plying school-books to this State. That 
the houses are pledged not to oust the 
books anyone of them publish when once 
introduced, nor to bid against each other 
in any case. 
But behind the question of 
the cost of text-books, there were others 
as grave, and with which all the people 
were familiar—the corruption of local 
hoards by the book ring: the bribery and 
trickery to which the book agents resorted; 
their intermeddling with school elections; 
their swarming periodically about Boards 
of Education, teachers’ conventions and 
Teachers’ Institutes; the large sums they■ 
“ placed" as corruption funds; 
their in- 
siduous appearance in the Legislature, the 
cropping out of their corrupt schemes in 
l.ilLs and amendments to the codes, and 
“ little jokers ” inserted in the chinks of 
general legislation. 
Is there any man so 
ignorant or lost to a sense of shame its to 
venture the assertion that the people did 
not know all about these things, and which 
have formed the topics of press debate for 
ten years past i>i this State? By the adop­ 
tion of the constitutional amendment the 
people at one stroke swept from the field of 
action these influences, and that they did 
so deliberately, and with a full knowledge 
of what they were about, there can be no 
truthful denial. 


YOUNG 
MANHOOD 
AND 
THE 
TI0NAL GUARD. 
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A- h:is expected, the San Francisco 
Chronicle give? in its adhesion to the book 
ring, and comes out in ojien opposition to 
chcaji school books. 
It lias the impudence 
to declare that the issue was not squarely 
made before the people, and that “ a lying 
pretense was made that the work could lie 
d >ne cheaper by the State than it could 
otherwise.” 
This assumption of a lie bv 
the Chronicle is in keeping with its own 
method of treating public questions. There 
was no pretense about it. 
Every practical 
man who has examined into the question 
knows that the liooks can be printed by 
the State for far less than the people have 
been compelled to pay. 
The Chronicle, 
with its usual ill-disguised cunning, pre­ 
sents the question in a half light. 
What 
the people were told was that the liooks 
could he produced at less cost to them than 
tliev have heretofore paid, not that they 
could or would be printed cheaper by the 
State than “ could otherwise be done,” 
since t is possible for wealthy publishing 
houses to print and sell school books below 
cost, as it lxas been said they have threat­ 
ened to do, hut in which “ game” they have 
been effectually stopped by the hill prohib­ 
iting the use of books not ¡tearing the 
trade-mark of the State. 
Nevertheless, 
we believe the State can print her l>ook- 
cheaper than a publishing house, since she 
does not need to realize a profit upon the 
investment. 
The C'hioniele declares that 
the R ecord-I nios some weeks ago said 
$100,000 would lie enough to commence 
with. W e said nothing of the kind ; but it 
may be granted, for since three years must 
elapse liefore the hooks can lie brought into 
use, $100,000 would not probably be ex­ 
pended the firs; year. 
But it is needed, 
nevertheless, that the appropriation he full 
and ample for the whole work, and made 
now-, and not left to future political manip­ 
ulation. Niñee the profits of the publish­ 
ers on books sold in California amount to 
nearly 3100,000 per annum, it should be 
clear to all that the State is within limits 
of economy still, if it expends $300,000 in 
that year.

It is to be accepted as accomplished that 
lhe [.legislature will adjust appropriations 
for the National Guard, that the schools in 
the field may be resumed by the organized 
militia, as advised by the Governor in his 
late message. 
Ii is evident that the Guard 
is rapidly improving, and it.- personnel 
being much advanced. 
It is a gratifying 
sign of the times that from the flower of 
the young manhood of the State is being 
made up the rosters of the companies of 
the several regiments. 
It may not have 
been a matter of general reflection, but 
should be, in view of the facts that these 
military organizations are becoming, as 
they should be, powerful conservators of 
good morals and [polite manners. Of the 
several hundred young men enrolled in the 
regiment which has its headquarters in 
Sacramento, for instance, it was asserted by 
a gentleman of competent knowledge, in a 
recent speech, that not one guardsman 
can be found at a gaming table, indulging 
in joker games, frequenting low jiliices, or 
loafing a!out the streets. A high standard 
of gentlemanly conduct has been set up, 
and it is not too much to say that from 
¡•resent indications our military companies 
jiromise to furnish the ¡>atterns for well 
conducted young manhood. 
Young busi­ 
ness men, steady mechanics, young profes­ 
sional men, tradesmen and artisans, stand­ 
ing in good repute in the community, are 
filling nji the conqianies. 
Their armories 
are made neat ami comfortable parlors, 
adorned by art 
works, provided with 
Ikki’ks and periodicals, and 
kept with 
scrupulous neatness. The code of man­ 
ners 
oliscrved 
is 
that 
of 
perfect 
projiriety, cleanliness in language and gen­ 
tlemanliness in dejiortmcnt. Certainly it

WITHDRAW IT. 


The State eomjiels the school districts to 
contribute to the support of a very indif­ 
ferently conducted monthly journal, known 
as the California teacher, ostensibly pub­ 
lished by Thomas E. Flynn «V Co., but in 
reality Flynn lias no connection with it. 
Several thousand dollars ¡>er annum are 
drawn from the library funds of the 2,395 
districts to maintain the magazine. 
It is 
a vcrv easv way to secure subscribers— 
there are a good many newspajiers that 
would like to secure aid in a similar man­ 
ner, though conscientious journalism ab­ 
hors it. 
This enforced patronage should 
be withdrawn. The recent Convention of 
County Superintendents advised its with­ 
drawal, and the present Legislature should 
see to it that it is done, and that the bill 
to effect it is not drowned in the >ea of 
measures now before the houses. Thus 
much upon general principles. 
But there 
are specific reasons for -topping this leak. 
One of these i- that it is declared the 
official organ of the Department of Public 
Instruction. 
Yet in this same official 
organ Henry Met Va, the business manager 
of the concern, as late as in the January 
number, gives the public evidence of his 
incomjietencv by jirinting 
a 
political 
speech he made in the recent camjiaign 
against one Presidential candidate and in 
favor of another. Aside from the fact 
that the alleged political criticism is a bit 
of bathos and unadulterated hogwash, it 
lias no place in an official educational 
journal. 
The Sujieriutendeut of Pub­ 
lic 
Instruction 
is 
altogether 
too 
shrewd 
a 
man 
to 
have 
given 
countenance 
to such 
vanity and bad 
taste. The article does not appear in his 
department. The execrable taste mani­ 
fest might be excused if the article were 
timely and not political. 
But what on 
earth have the educational interests of 
California to do with Mr. McCea’s views 
of Mr. Blaine’s policy ? 
What place ha- a 
political speech in an official organ of the 
Department of Public Instruction? 
It 
may lie admitted for argument’s sake that 
Mr. MeCea's criticism i- wise and ->und 
and very brilliant and all that, but the 
objection remains that it i- for one parti­ 
san and against another. 
In other words, 
the official organ of the Department of 
Public Instruction of the State of Califor­ 
nia, receiving $3,589 50 jier annum from 
State funds for its sujiport. is made the 
vehicle for ¡publishing decayed and un­ 
timely assaults upon a candidate, and for 
spreading abroad the camjiaign speech; - of 
Mr. Henry Met'ea. 
If the assault had 
been ujiou Mr. Cleveland aud laudatory of 
Mr. Blaine we should advance precisely 
the same objections. 
The j;olities of the 
article, in short, has nothing to do with it. 
W hat we object to is party jioUiirs in >u -Ji 
a journal at all, or of any shade. The 
State needs no official organ for any of its 
departments, ¡east of all does it need to 
run a magazine In the interest of a politi­ 
cal party.

T h e P ro p o s e d C ity C h a rte r. 
An 
adjourned 
m eeting 
of the As­ 
sembly 
Committee 
on Municipal Cor­ 
porations was held last evening to further 
consider the proposed new charter for cities 
of the third class—those having a popula­ 
tion of from 15.‘.H>0 to 30,000. 
As is well 
understood, the only city at present in this 
class is Sacramento, and the charter re­ 
ferred to was draw n and prepared fur tliis 
city. 
About a dozen citizens were present 
and gave their views regarding certain pro­ 
visions ot the charter, which are presumed 
to be fam iliar to the public. 
Several 
changes were offered, and some of them 
adopted. 
F'or instance, in Section 1 these 
words were stricken out : 
“ Provided fur­ 
ther, that if such city shall have a bonded 
indebtedness, any and all statutes relating 
to such bonded indebtedness shall he and 
are hereby continued in force." 
In Section 11. after enum erating such 
subordinate officers as the Common Coun­ 
cil may appoint, the words, "a n d such 
other officers as the Council m ay deem 
necessary." were stricken out. 
Subdivision 12 of the same section was 
amended to read: 
" To establish a Board 
of H ealth : a city dispensary ; to provide 
for the indigent sick, and in times of epi­ 
demics, when deemed necessary by the 
Board of Health, the Council shall carry 
out all necessary orders,” etc. 
Section 21 makes the Police Court a 
Court of Record, and provides that all its 
fines collected shall be paid into the City 
Treasury. 
A num ber of proposal alterations were 
voted down by the comm ittee—-such us re­ 
taining a-eparat'- Police Judge; providing 
for the appointm ent of :i practical educator 
by the Board of Education, as Superintend­ 
ent of Schools, etc. 
W ith the changes 
above noted, the comm ittee adopted the 
charter and will report it to the Assembly 
with a recom mendation that it pass. 
The comm ittee expressed the opinion 
that it would he impossible for it to suggest 
a charter that would satisfy everybody. 
But it would report such as it deenu-d best, 
and if it should pass tbe Legislature the 
people would have the privilege of adopt­ 
ing or rejecting it, as they sav. lit.

SACRAMENTAN* ABROAD. 


Visiting Old Mexico Eu Route to the 
N ew O r le a n s E x p o s itio n . 
[R ecord-Un io n C orrespondence ] 


O it y o f M e x ic o , January *20, 1885.— 


W e left Sacramento on January 10th and 
arrived here on the 10th. Our whole jour­ 
ney was pleasant as could be desired. The 
trip through M exico was of interest to ail 


our party, being the first tim e any of the 
number had ever seen the land of the 
Montezumas. 
To those interested in agri­ 


culture only, the w hole route to the City of 
M exico would have hut little attraction, 
the land for the greater part o f the way 
seem ing fit only for the production of the 
endless variety of cacti which com pletely 
cover the country, and is not fit for grazing 
purposes. 
Near A guas Calientes was the 


first farming land of note, and there it is 
in its most prim itive state. 
T he crops 
were 
being 
harvested. 
Barley 
and 
other 
sm aller 
grains 
are 
pulled 
up 
bv the roots and placed in sm all heaps 
bv the natives. 
Fancy such mode of har­ 
vesting in some of the fields of w heat and 
barley in California. 
It seems to me the 
ragged, hungry, poor who gather the grain 
in this style would eat more than could he 
saved by such process in - one day. 
At 
Agua- Caliente» we were n e t by frienls, 
Captain W asson and his charm ing wife, 
formerly of Sacramento. 


ZACATECAS 
Is the center for all the m ining operations 
in the State. 
It is finely situated among 
rolling h ills that slope in gentle undula­ 
tions away to the distant plains. Through 
the kindness of a friend we had an oppor­ 
tunity of riding for m iles on the engine, 
and consequently had some fine views of 
the country. 
Am ong others was a race be­ 
tween an ox, which had just been relieved 
o f the yoke by one of the natives and his 
master. 
W hatever the cause, the ox was 
in earnest, and so was the man. 
W e never 
w ill know how that race ended ; out as the 
man was scudding along with bare poles, 
h is one garment being reefed for storms, I 
hope lie was sav I 
from the cruel horns 
that were very near when 1 last saw them. 
Fin route we saw the famous dvke of 
Nochistongo, supposed to have been cut 
by Cortez. 
It lias a depth of nearly ‘200 
feet and is about thirteen m iles long. Such 
a canal as this m ight answer for our fair 
city of the plain*. 
Once through this we 
entered the fertile valley that surrounds 
the City of M exico. 
There the lands were 
w ell tilled. 
Large vineyards are seen of 
the maguey plant, from which the drink 
so dear to the native, 
pu lqu e, is made. 
Peach trees were in bloom and 
many 
flowers were in sight. 
Then came lines of 
old aqueducts; old, old houses and walls 
o f adobe and roofs of the same. 
Even the 
inhabitants looked sun-dried and of much 
the same color. 
Soon we arrived at a 
handsome station, and we were in the city. 


TH E CITY OF MEXICO. 
Our four days’ stay here have all been 
too short. 
Every courtesy has been shown 
our party that could be desired, so we 
have 
been 
able to see a great 
deal 
in the short tim e here. 
T he Cathedral 
is grand indeed. 
It possesses a fascination 
of its own, and though not so imposing a* 
many in Europe, i> of peculiar interest, 
being built upon the -ite where once stood 
the Aztec Teocali is. 
1 think 1 was more 
interested in the many things we saw, 
which remain a* relics of that age and 
those mysterious people, than all else. The 
sacrificial stone ; ihc calendar stone, upon 
which they computed tim e; 
the gods 
whom th ey worshiped, w ith many other 
things, were alone worth a visit to see. 
Those old Aztecs understood som ething in 
th e art of carving, even with their rude 
instruments, which could scarcely he ac­ 
com plished now. 


CH A PU LTE rE C, 


W herein once 
lived 
Montezuma, 
and 
w hich 
i* now being fitted up for Diaz, 
bears evidence yet of the work of those 
sun-worshipers. 
And looking from its 
high turrets down 
upon 
the city, sur­ 
rounded bv its beautiful plains, w ith the 
fair w hite peak of Popoeatapetl towering 
up to such 
grand bights aliove us, 
1 
thought, would it not have been as well 
had th e invaders never come, and had this 
strange people, joined to their vet stranger 
idols, been left alone. 
Civilization has 
done much, I suppose, and yet I saw there 
more abject poverty, more filth and rags, 
more of utter destitution in one day, than 
before in all my life, though until then 1 
ti: night Naples and Home stood first in 
beggary. 
Am ong all the poor working 
people who toil for so poor a living, I did 
not see one sm iling, happy face. 
Had I tim e, there is much that would 
lie of interest to write that is not usually 
w ritten concerning this strange old city, 
its queer people, o f the palaces, churches, 
asvlmns, 
theaters, 
the 
circus 
and 
m any other places w hich we v isited ; of 
the strange, nameless luscious fruits, or the 
strawberries 
w hich 
grow to perfection 
there, and of the Sunday eve w hen we sat 
in the zocalo eating ices in the open air, 
while the band played, and men and wo­ 
men, in their brightest scrapes, whispered 
in that sweetest of all languages the old, 
old storv.

FA I.: XG STARS— METEORITES. 
M eteorites are composed chiefly of iron 
and stone, and fall from the skies. 
W hen 
tin y appear in the daytime, they come 
like a thick cloud passing swiftly over­ 
head, and usually explode w ith a loud re­ 
port. 
They are seen very frequently at 
night all over the country, and shine like 
a falling-star. 
One of the largest ever 
seen in tiie United States appeared about 
twenty-four years ago. in the still summer 
evening, coining from the west. 
It was al­ 
mo-! as bright as the moon. 
It passed 
swiftly over the heads of thousands .of ob­ 
servers. 
People in their country houses in 
W estchester county, men, women and chil­ 
dren. ran 
it of doors to see the unusual 
visitor in the sky. 
Many were very much 
frightened. 
B ut the meteor passed on, 
harm ing no one, and seemed at last to 
burst and disappear over Long Island 
sound. 
Many interesting stories are told of the 
strange appearance ami violent explosions 
of tii se meteors in the sky. 
Yet no one 
seems ever to have been harm ed by them. 
At night, A pril •”>. 1800, a bright object of 
great size— “as large,” it was said, “as a 
house”—moved 
over our country, and 
seemed to ru-h forward with terrible swift­ 
ness. It gave a light as brilliant as th at of 
the sun. 
It disappeared in the northwest. 
A violent crash was heard th at seemed to 
shake the earth, aud the meteor buried 
itself in tlie ground.

But the mo-' brilliant di-play of meteors 
ever witnessed was in November 12-13, 
i K-.l'L at night.

them was called “ The M other of the 
Gods,” 
It was brought to Rome front the 
East, where it was said to have fallen from 
the skies in a cloud of fire. 
The ancient 
philosophers thought these black stones 
fell from the sun. 
It is rem arkable that these falling stones 
have never done any harm . 
T hey have 
usually fallen in the country or in the sea, 
or even far away upon some desert island. 
One may almost always see one or more 
meteors shooting over the sky on clear 
nights, and leaving behind a trail of light.

1 hold in my hand the At'» 
inn Bull'-*»», of San Francisco, dated February 
5th. in which 1 am charged editorially with in­ 
troducing a bill to render the city and county 
of San Francisco liable for the expense of open­ 
ing Montgomery uvcnie. and it is said that my 
bill will Ik? a burden on the people of Sun Fran­ 
cisco to the amount of many millions of dollars. 
1 desire to say that the editor of that paper is en­ 
tirely mistaken as to the object and purpose of 
the bill introduced by me. I am charitable 
enough to think the editor has unwittingly done 
me an injustice, but it is due to myself and Sen­ 
ators of this body that I should m ake a brief ex­ 
planation of the objects and purposes of my 
bill. The bill referred to is Senate Bill No. 123. 
I introduced this bill at the request of Judge 
Provines, of Fan Franc sco, a friend of the widow 
whom the bill is intended to assist. The Legis­ 
lature of the State of California in the year í¿72 
passed an Act providing for a Board of Commis­ 
sioners to open what is known as Montgomery 
avenue. Tnat Board of Commissioners, consti­ 
tuted by that Act and under the provisions ot 
the Act. were empowered to is-ue bonds to pay 
the property-holders damaged by the opening of 
the street,’and the machinery was provided 
to 
assess 
the 
property-holders 
adjacent 
thereto. 
It 
seems 
the 
bonds 
were 
void, 
the 
money placed 
in 
the county 
treasury, the 
Commissioners 
meeting 
and 
awarding damages to tne respective property- 
owners. There was a piece of land there, legal 
title to which was held by Eugene I.. Sullivan, 
the undivided half being held by him in trust 
for Eugene Eche, since deceased.’ At the time 
that he gave the deed to the undivided half, he 
was paid tor his damages 88,500: the other half 
was refused payment because of some cloud in 
the title, so that Eugene Lehc was never naid 
the §8.500, the only case oil the whole street. 
Subsequently the Supreme Court held the tax 
to be unconstitutional. The bondholders now 
hold the lionds and this bill was introduced to 
assist the widow to get her just dues of $8,500, 
being the only case. It has no reference to the 
bonds at all and can in no way ailed that ques­ 
tion. and every Senatdr on this floor knows, and 
certainly every Senator who has served in the 
Assembly knows that I have ever since I have 
been m the Legislature for a number of years, 
opposed any law that looked directly or indi­ 
rectly to the* payment by the city and county ot 
San Francisco of these bonds.

L E G ISL A T IV E NO TES. 


Few bills that have come up in the Assembly 
thus far have caused as much debate as the 
one introduced by Britt to define the boundaries 
of Lake county. The debate has been mostly 
confined to the author of the bill, who repre­ 
sent- Lake county, aud Mr. Henley, Representa­ 
tive from Mendocino. It appears that there is 
a strip of territory in dispute between these two 
counties. Mr. Henley lias fought the bill at 
every step, but it yesterday got through the As­ 
sembly. despite his efforts. 
Although unsuc­ 
cessful, Mr. Henley made a gallant fight on be­ 
half of liis county's claim. 
The bill to create a State Board of Forestry 
(introduced by Mr. Coleman of San Mateo) 
p is» d to a third reading in the Assembly yes­

It provides that the Board shall consist 
ot three persons, to be appointed by the Gov­ 
ernor, and to hold office for four years. The 
Board is authorized to employ a secretary at a 
salary of

the lir-t two years. 
Members of tlie Hoard are 
not to receive any compensation, but shall be 
allowed their necessary traveling expenses. 
The duties of the Board shall be to collect statis­ 
tics and other information with regard to for­ 
estry, tree culture 
and 
tr< e 
preservation 
throughout the State; to correspond with vari­ 
ous forestrv societies and individuals, for the 
purpose of obtaiuing such information; to learn 
by investigation and experiments the adapta­ 
bility of various trees to the different sections of 
the Stat«: to disseminate such information 
throughout the State in such a m anner us to aid 
and encourage the purpose for which this 
Board is formed: to assist in enforcing and car­ 
rying out all National and .state forestry laws. 11s 
far a- practicable: to a d with a special view to 
the continuance of water sources that may be 
affected in any measure by the destruction of 
forests near such sources; to no any and all 
things within their power to encourage the pre­ 
servation and planting of forests, and the conse­ 
quent maintenance of the water sources of the 
state. The Board is also invested with all pow­ 
ers and authority of Sheriffs to make arrests for 
violation of forestry laws throughout the State, 
and to tiiis end may, from time to time, employ 
such assistants a- they may deem necessary. 
It 
is to report biennially to tlie Governor;;! detailed 
statement of its work, which shall include ill) 
disbursements that may have been made. Tlie 
bill is to take effect immediately.

W hile tiie general im ­ 
pression prevails that Bayard has boon 
informed that he can he Secretary of State, 
the fact that he wants theTreasury Depart­ 
m ent ha» caused the Senator from Missis­ 
sippi to he very prom inently mentioned in 
connection with the D epartm ent of Foreign 
A hairs. 
Lam ar has not hesitated to ex­ 
press his opinion that the South should 
not seek recognition in Cleveland's Cabinet, 
hut should be entirely contented with w hat­ 
ever he may offer that section i:i the 
m ake-up of his advisory counsel. 
It is 
rem arked that thegreater num ber of names 
suggested to the President-elect for Cabinet 
officers, at liis reception yesterday, are 
those of 
Southern 
gentlemen. 
W hile 
Lam ar has declared that he would not ac­ 
cept a Cabinet office for several reasons, 
one being that another citizen of his Stale 
(Money)-is in the field, it is no secret that 
the Senator from Mississippi believes that 
Garland is tlie best qualified m an in his 
party for Attorney-General. 
The South 
would hi amply satisfied if it could he as­ 
sured of representation in Cleveland s Cab­ 
inet with the Two offices of Postmaster- 
General and Attorney-Gem ral. 
There are 
three Southern candidates for the position 
of Postmaster-General, namely. Harbour of 
Virginia, ex-Senalor Jonas of Louisiana 
and Representative Money of Mississippi. 
T he Virginia poli titans here say that Barbour 
can have his choice of three places, either to 
lead the Democracy of the Old Dominion 
as its candidate for Governor next fall, lie 
the candidate of the Democracy for United 
States Senator, to succeed Mahone, or to 
have the backing of tiie Democratic organ­ 
ization "f the State for a Cabinet office.
